Rome, June 6.—Nearly one millicz 
people witnessed the dedication o: 
Bunday of’ a magnificent monumens 
to King Victor Emmanuel II., grand- 
father of the present King. Interest 
was added to the occasion by com- 
bining therewith a celebration of the 
franting of the constitution by King 
Charles Albert in 1848, the same con- 
opreeaes which stil] rules United 
Ttaly. 

The monument is composed of a 
great portico in white marble, with 
sixteen immense columns surmounted 
by a frieze, and at the ends quadri, 
in bronze.

OTTAWA, June 6.—A pointed refer- 
ence to the ne temere decree was 
made by Archbishop Hamilton this 
morning. in’ the course of his address 
to the Syncd’ of the Diocese of Ottu- 
wa. 

“Living as we do on excellent im 
with our brethren of the Roman Cath- 
bolic Church, it is most painful for me 
to refer to the question of inter-mar- 
riage between members of thé’ Pro- 
testant ‘and Roman. Catholic faith.” 
said his Lordship, in prefacing his re- 
ference to the subject. 

“In view of existing conditions how 
ever, I cannot ‘Wt the matter pass,” 
he continued, “but must warn you to 
put your children and othér, young 
members of yaur. columunity on your. 
guard ogainst your Roman’ Catholic 
neighbors. After sucha mixed ‘mar- 
tiage has been in existence, possibly 
for years, the Roman Church cal} at- 
tention to the fact that such contract 
is not’n marringé ut all, according to 
the tenets of the church, and that s 
member who’ continues o party to 
Buch a confract may not receive. the 
‘kacrament of-hja church.

Outside of ‘the druggists, who all 
seem ta hare come to the conclusion 
that it is unlawful for them to sell 
cigars or cigarettes, the hundreds of 
vendors of ice cream, soft drinks and 
other thist-quenchéers appear to have 
different opiniona on what his Lord- 
ship’s ruling is, 

There is one class who have decided 
that soft drinks cannot be sold on 
Sunday ‘and they keep closed shop on 
that day. At the other extreme there 
is another class, who have concluded 
that the decision means nothing and 
that they are just as free to sell on 
Sundays now ax they were before tho 
ruling was handed down. 

LOTS OF THEM SOLD. 

The number in the latter class is 
by no means a small onc, for, there }} 
is hardly a main strect in the city 
where a number of places could not 
be found yesterday where not the 
slightest difficulty was experienced in 
getting anything in the line of soft 
drinks that one’s palate | craved. 

Between theso two is the larger 
class,*the big caterers and they are 
divided as to what can and what can- 
not be done. One person who docs a 
Particularly large Sunday business 
has-come to the conclusion, «q the 
lawyer has, that ice cream, cte., can 
be served ad. lib. as long as the par- 
taker of .itcsituhimselfat a table. 
Counters aré there, but one cannot 
be served at them, even with a glass 
of water, for which on a day like yes- 
terday, if nothing better could be se- 
cured, mang people would have been 
willing to pay a nickel.

From first fo 
‘ast all mankind, both gcod and bod, 
0 to hell, sheol, the ‘tomb, Abraham, 
txave and Jacob’ and all the prophets 
lied without giving the elightest inti- 
mation ‘of Purgatorial suffering © for 
tuxbody, or a hell of eternal torture. 

The writers of the New Testament 
Uso were Jews, and it might here be. 
ncted that sowhere did they describe 
the Hell and Purgatory which we Pro- 
testants and Catholics conjured” up 
during the dark ages.

A nation's defences are the 
measure of a nation’s greatness, and 
of a nation’s glory. .1f we love our 
country no sacrifice is too great for 
us to make for her, just as if we love 
our church, no sacrifice is too great 
for us to make for her. Great and 
decisive battles have ever formed the 
crisis of the werld’s history. To a cer- 
tain extent history from the outward 
point of view is a record of the com- 
parative powers and progress of na- 
tions, Our evolution is bound up 
with the expression of national life 
which speaks in the courage and valor 
and vitality of our seasoned, order» 
and disciplined solkdiery. Of all the 
great and decisive battles of history 
none is of ‘greater importance than 
the one we commemorate today—the 
battle of Waterloo. It was a time in 
tho ,world’s history when indecision 
and indefiniteness hung over the hori- 
zon. The nations of Europe were. be- 
ing thrown into chaos by the splendid 
genius and great personality of one 
who, combining with these qualities 
inordinate ambition, extreme vision 
and unserupulous principles, render- 
ed him at the same time the most im- 
portant and the mest dangerous man 
of'many centuries. We are proud that 
to the nation and empire of which we 
form a part ix due the credit of pro- 
viding the initiative and the skill 
which once and for all subdued the 
allconquering soldier on the field of 
Waterloo. England found her best 
ngtional expression in Wellington 
Let no man think that while I spcak 
thus that I am faver of war and 
bloodshed; not by any means, . But 
it is still true in our time and his 
tory that the security of the world 
is depending upon the increased se- 
curity of every nation until some oth- 
er solution is found. If the expres 
sion of a nation’s patriotism and 
strength is found in her national de 
fences we must go far hack to find 
the soul of this expression. The tim. 
ility of Israel's soul was rebuked by 
the prophet. when they sought eas> 
instead of battle und this wag hes 
cause they had not had faith in their 
Lord and leader. Everything in the 
last analysis denends upon the na- 
ture of the soul, whether it be a na- 
tion or an individual. The manhood 
of our soldiery and nation is only so 
when the souls of our citizens are in 
tune with the law of Goid—when we 
love honesty and honor and puny 
and seck religion and piety.

Young Aviator Successfully Accom- 
* plishes One of the Most Daring 
Flights Ever Performed In the His- 

tory of Aviation—Machine Seemed 
to Be Sucked Down s3' He Passed 
‘the Fails—Wouldn't Do It Again. 


:Niagara Falls, June 28.—For the 
first time in the history of aeronauts, 
on eroplane circled ver the majestic 
cataract of Niagara 2%d dipped grace- 
fully under the upper steel arch bridge 
shortlybefore six o’clock last cvening, 

.jwhen Lincoln Beachy piloted his Cyr- 
tiss Di-plane safely over the perHeus 

course’in the view of a quarter of n 

million of people. His successful flight 

marks another: milestone in ‘the 
achievements of daring bird-men. En- 
thusiastic aviatots who witnessed the 
flight declare that it was*more peril- 
ous than the recent race ‘across the 

Alps, Beachy won the thousand-doJlar 

prize offered by the international car- 

nival ‘committee’ on’ the | under-the- 
bridge flight, : 

Beachy rose into the air in his ma- 
chine about a mile from the roaring 
cataract, soared several theusand fect 
into the clouds, then clung near to the 
earth. Several times he was lost to 
view. Like a great sea gull the aero- 
plane passed over the stvel structure, 
clearing the trolley that crosses it by a 
Meagre twenty feet. Down the gorge 
for a mile the machine raced, then 
basset over the city on the Canadian 
side, 

Circling over the horseshoe falls for 
the second time, Beachy dipped his 
tachine as soon as he cleared the éat- 
aract and ducked under the bridge 
without even brushing a guy wire. As 
the aeroplane passed under the bridge, 
the whistles’ of the Maid of the Mist 
and the gorge route cars screeched 
out the news of the successful ‘at- 
tempt to perform a feat which James 
McCurdy, the Canadinon aviator, and 
other well-known bird-men had refus- 
ed_to try, declaring it to be suicidal. 

Beachy will fly over the falls again 
this afternoon, aviation features being 
the star attraction of Niagara's inter- 

{national carnival, in progress yester- 
iday and to-day.

Its 55 storeys of 
stone and steel will make the tall 
buiklings of a few years ngo appear 
as pigmies. The contract calls for its 
completion in the fall of 1912. 

One-Seventh of a Mile. 

Reaching one-seventh pf .a- mile 
from the ground, it would, if Said out 
flat, be longer than three city blocks. 
Standing alongside the cathedral | of 
Cologne, the cathedral would be 250 
feet below its top, while the Great 
Pyramid of Cheops would be 200 feet 
below. The Metropolitan tower,which 
has been the wonder of the architects, 
is outclassed by 50 feet, the height of 
an ordinary five-storey building. 

According to specifications of Cass
